To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ba^gshot  Rural  District  Council » 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state 
of  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  I968, 

From  the  vital  statistics  we  see  a continued  rise  in  the 
population  although  the  trend  of  diminishing  birth  rate  is  maintained. 

The  absense  of  deaths  from  any  of  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  and 
from  maternity  is  of  satisfactory  report, 

D\aring  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  amended  the  law  relating 
to  the  notification  of  infectious  disease.  In  June  Infective  Jaundice 
became  a notifiable  complaint  in  the  hope  that  its  incidence  will  be  more 
completely  known  and  especially  perhaps  that  more  data  will  become 
available  as  to  its  mode  of  spread.  In  August  material  changes  were 
introduced  by  regulation  whereby  information  regarding  the  “pneumonias' 
and  the  condition  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  is  no  longer  required  and  Tetanus, 
Yellow  Fever  and  Leptospirosis  became  notifiable  diseases.  The  powers 
of  a local  authority  are  extended  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  suspects  a person  or  persons 
of  carrying  organisms  capable  of  causing  notifiable  disease. 


In  pursuance  of  the  Ministry's  wish  to  encourage  vaccination  against 
Measles  and  despite  a shortage  of  vaccine,  some  172  children  below  the 
age  of  7 years  were  given  protective  inoculations.  This  single  injection 
now  consists  of  a live  attenuated  vaccine  and  should  be  given  in  the 
second  year  of  life.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  supplies  will  soon  be  available 
in  sufficient  quantity  so  that  all  children  who  have  not  had  the  disease 
may  be  protected  up  to  school  leaving  age. 

In  November,  I968  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  I968 
amended  in  considerable  detail  the  requirements  of  the  Nurseries  and 
Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948,  For  the  first  time,  therefore. 
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precise  definitions  were  introduced  for  such  matters  as  the  number 
and  the  state  of  health  of  staff  to  be  employed,  the  necessary 
standards  of  hygiene  and  sanitary  arrangements  and  as  to  general 
measures  of  safety  and  fire  pre cautions o Throughout  the  year  also 
the  number  of  applicants  for  registration  continued  to  rise  as 
clearly  it  is  the  wish  of  many  mothers  to  find  facilities  of  this 
kind,  especially  for  the  child  aged  3-5  years « 

We  are  continuing  to  provide  a closer  degree  of  liaison  betv/een 
the  work  of  the  Health  Visiting  and  District  Nursing  and  Midwifery 
Services  and  that  of  the  General  Practioners  whenever  we  are 
invited  to  do  so  and  such  is  the  custom  throughout  the  County. 

The  activity  and  work  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
has  been  maintained  and  expanded  in  several  ways  and  during  the  year 
considerable  progress  was  made  towards  the  attainment  of  satisfactory 
premises  for  the  establishment  of  a Day  Centre  in  Bagshot. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  which  Dr,  Cook  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford  continues  to  give  us  on  all  aspects 
of  bacteriological  investigations  and,  in  conclusion,  may  I thank 
the  Council,  the  Clerk  and  the  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and 
consideration  on  all  health  problems  and  the  General  Practioners 
for  their  co-operation  at  all  times,

Health  Visitors 


There  are  five  Health  Visitors  in  the  district  whose  essential  duties 
ai'e  concerned  with  the  School  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Services.  The  scope  of  their  v/or.k  is  gradually  increasing  to  embrace 
other  aspects  of  the  personal  health  rServiGe,  especially  among  problem 
families,  the  needs  of  old  people,  and  the  supervision  of  cases  of  mental 
disorder  under  the  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959*  Three  Health  Visitors  are 
attached  to  two  Ceneral.  Practitioner's  Group  Practices  with  the  object  of 
closer  cO“Operationo 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  “Neighbourly"  Home  Help  scheme  continued  to  be  most  helpful  during 
1968  and  in  some  measure  relieved  the  demand  for  the  Home  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council  operate  a system  for  making  extra  payments  initially 
to  Home  Helps  to  clear  up  premises  where  there  is  a need  and  an  additional 
plus  rate  where  it  is  necessary  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  a reasonable 
standard.

During  I968  a campaign  was  undertaken  offering  attenuated  Measles 
vaccine  to  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  15  years  who  had  not 
received  a natural  attack  of  the  disease o A total  of  172  children  were 
so  vaccinated  during  the  year*

Chertseyo  New  cases  are  examined  there  and  if  confirmed  as  tuberculosis 
the  homes  concerned  are  visited  and  contacts  of  the  patient  are  invited 
to  attend  for  further  examinationo  Clinical  and  X-ray  examination  of 
these  contacts  are  carried  out  and  arrangements  are  made  for  tuberculin 
testing  and  BoCoGo  vaccination,  if  found  necessaryo

Dviring  the  year  the  BoC„G-„  vaccination  scheme  was  pursued  in  the  County 
maintained  and  Independent  Schools  and  some  203  children  were  involved. 

About  77^  of  parents  agreed  and  after  the  preliminary  Mantoux  skin  testing 
was  completed,  it  was  found  that  100^  of  children  were  Mantoux  negative  and 
therefore  in  need  of  vaccination,  132  vaccinations  consequently  were  given  to 
children  during  their  thirteenth  year,  and  17  to  children  over  the  age  of  13 
years,  who  for  one  reason  or  another  had  previously  missed  vaccination.

The  two  samples  of  untreated  milk  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
were  both  in  respect  of  milk  produced  and  bottled  at  a farm  outside  the 
District  and  the  Divisional  Milk  Officer  was  accordingly  advised. 

Three  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and 
these  failm'es  were  found  to  be  due  to  the  milk  being  kept  too  long  in  the 
shops  before  sale.

Bacteriological  examination  of  4 samples  of  well  water  from  these 
properties  was  carried  out. 
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Work  proceeded  on  the  extension  to  the  Lightwater  Sewage  Works  and  the 
laying  of  sewers  in  Westwood  Road,  'Windlesham  and  at  Heather  Drive,  Onslow  Road, 
and  Chobham  Road,  Simningdale,  The  new  pumping  main  from  Sunningdale  to  Lights 
water  was  completed  and  brought  into  use,. 

The  new  pumping  stations  at  New  Road,Bagshot,  and  Broadway  Road,  Lightwater, 
were  satisfactorily  completed  and  brought  into  use,  thus  relieving  the  surcharge 
of  sewers  in  Bagshot,  and  Windleshamo 

Plans  for  the  extensions  to  the  Chobham  Works,  including  new  pumping  plant 
and  pumping  main  to  Bisley  and  new  sewers  in  Scotts  Grove  Castle  Grove  area 
were  prepared.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  work  of  the  Department  during  1968. 

The  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  and  premises  coming  within 
the  scope  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19^3  was 
maintained.  Standards  were  generally  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  in 
the  comparatively  few  cases  where  these  standards  were  not  found  to  be 
safficiently  high,  the  willing  co-operation  of  traders  was  forthcoming 
without  need  to  resort  to  formal  actiono 

Several  instances  occurred  of  complaints  of  food  being  sold  in  an 
unfresh  condition  and  every  opportunity  was  taken  to  impress  upon 
shopkeepers  the  importance  of  attention  to  proper  storage,  rotation  of 
stock  and  early  sale  of  “short-life”  foodstuffs.  In  the  busy  shop,  the 
proper  rotation  of  stock  is  sometimes  apt  to  be  overlooked  and  the 
practice  now  adopted  by  a number  of  local  traders,  of  a system  of  coding 
within  the  shop  is  to  be  strongly  recommended. 

There  is  no  real  problem  of  slum  clearance  in  the  area  and  the 
small  number  of  unfit  houses  which  exist  are  mostly  old  isolated  cottages, 
without  the  necessary  amenities.  Dui'ing  the  year  seven  houses  were 
formally  dealt  with  by  way  of  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders.  The  rate  of 
progress  in  dealing  with  such  properties  is  controlled  by  the  difficulties 
of  finding  suitable  alternative  accommodation  for  the  displaced  families. 

As  in  previous  years,  there  was  again  a constant  labour  shortage 
on  refuse  collection  and  cesspool  emptying.  Fxirther  strain  was  put 
upon  the  refuse  collection  service  in  that  the  purchase  of  a compression 
type  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  deferred  for  twelve  months  in  view  of 
the  national  financial  restraint.  Nevertheless,  at  the  cost  of 
considerable  overtime,  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained 
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throughout  the  Districto 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  received  for 
cesspool  emptying  and  at  times  the  waiting  period,  between  request  and 
emptying,  was  14  “ 15  days.  During  19^9  the  connection  of  properties  to 
main  drainage  in  Sunningdale  and  Westwood  Road,  Windlesham,  will  have  its 
effect  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  result  in  a desirable 
shortening  of  the  waiting  period  for  cesspool  clearanceso 

In  conclusion,  I would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members 
of  the  Department  for  their  conscientious  support  and  the  Members  and 
Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  assistance  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Departmento

These  figures  reflect  a decrease  of  38  in  the  number  of  notifications 
received  and  a decrease  of  105  in  the  number  of  properties  found  to  be 
infested  by  rats,  as  a result  of  survey  and  notification,  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  The  decrease  in  infestation  is  gratifying  and  I believe 
one  reason  for  this  to  be  due  to  the  increased  survey  work  carried  out  by 
the  Rodent  Officer  and  the  carr3ring  out  of  treatment  in  the  early  stages 
of  infestation. 
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A Kaintenaace  treatment  for  rats  in  the  sewers  was  earried  out,  which 
involved  the  test  baiting  of  124  manholeso  In  no  case  was  there  any  eridence 
of  rat  infestation  in  the  sewers* 

The  Department  gave  advice  and/or  treatment  in  several  cases  of  complaint 
of  other  pests,  Sogo  wasps,  ants,  mosquitoes  and  flies*

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  continued  to  be  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at 
the  disposal  site  at  Broadford  Lane,  Chobhamo 

In  December,  19^7  the  Council  decided  to  discontinue  the  practice 
of  disposal  and  excavation  by  direct  labour  and  this  work  was  carried 
out  by  an  outside  contractoro  This  new  arrangemBBt  worked 
satisfactorily  and  one  appreciable  advantage,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  general  labour  shortages,  v;as  in  not  having  to  find  a tractor 
driver  and  replacement  driver  at  times  of  holidays  etCc, 

It  is  estimated  that  some  180  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of 
weekly^  This  included  some  60  tons  per  week  which  was  brought  in, 
by  agreement,  from  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council  area,, 

Close  attention  was  given  to  rodent  control  and  fly  infestation 
on  the  tip  and  at  no  time  was  there  any  serious  infestationo 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


As  from  1st  January,  196?  the  'free'  emptying  of  cesspools  was 
increased  from  four  to  five  per  year.  This  offer  of  increased  service 
had  been  found  possible  following  the  connection  of  properties  to  main 
drainage,  particularly  in  the  West  End  area. 

The  number  of  requests  received  during  the  year  was  2,881,  an  increase 
of  99  compared  with  1967<,
